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Torquay Harbour and Vane Hill. —The 

large outer harbour, built by Lord Haldon 
at a cost of £70,000, was opened in 1870, 
and purchased by the Local Board in 1887. 

At a further cost of £90,000 the Corporation 
extended and improved the harbour, and it is 
not only used for exports and imports, but has 
been a favourite Yachting station. 
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
